“The British Viewpoint Regarding 
Foreign Affairs” was set forth by 
Miss Alice Johnston of Brekham- 
stead, England, noted lecturer and 
traveller, at a banquet given by the 
Grande Prairie Canadian Club in the 
basement of St. Paul’s United Church 
on Tuesday night, at which Miss 
Johnston was the guest speaker. 

There were upwards of ninety 
covers and the banquet prepared by 
the ladies of the church left nothing 
to be desired. 

Norman Swallow, president of the 
club, in introducing the speaker said 
that he was pleased to see so many 
present. He explained that the club 
was re-or ized fall and this 
was the th meeting since that took 
place. It was a real pleasure, ob- 
served the president, to have Miss 
Johnston come from the seat of the 
Empire to this far-flung section of 
that Empire and discuss the British 
point of view.

At the outset of her address, Miss 
Johnston, who is a fine speaker and 
possessor of a most charming per- 
sonality, observed that her trans- 
Canada lecture tour gave her an a 
portunity to see much of Canada, 
something she was thankful for. 

It was hard, remarked the speaker, 
to define the British point of view, 
for the reason that Britain is a 
democracy under which there is 
freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press. That right is exerted by the 
people to the full. 

Continuing, Miss Johnston said 
that the people of the dictator nations 
have not had freedom of speech for 
many years. There has been a great 
change in Britain since the Great 
War with regard to viewpoint on 
foreign policy. It was hard for 
Britishers to have to think in terms 
of a possible invasion, because the 
country has not been invaded for 
several centuries. 

In referring to the awfulness of a 
modern war, Miss Johnston stated 
that even the threat of war causes 
great disruption in. Britain, for the 
reason that such a war, if it occurs, 
will enter every home. She ex- 
plained that as yet there is no method 
to protect babies from gas.

He 
becomes irresponsible as far as the

But, on the other 
hand, he becomes terribly responsible 
to his group. The rink at school has 
to be cleaned, regardless of whether 
|there’s any wood in the woodbéx for 
|you to cook his next meal. In brief, 
the child you knew so well has sud- 
denly become a stranger. 

These changes are frightening to 
the most intelligent parents. And. of 
course, that doesn’t make it any 
easier for the adolescent, who is do- 
jing the major share of suffering. 
Growing up is a slow and excru- 
ciatingly painful process. 

Because that is what is happening. 
|The teen-age youngster is develop- 
‘ing. His body elongates. He grows 
rapidly; the muscles develop more 
rapidly during adolescence than at 
any other period. Strange new 
emotions and instincts stir within 
him. If you do not understand him, 
remember that he cannot understand 
himself. 

Nevertheless, it 


is important that 


we seek to find some solution for the) 


difficulties which beset the “teens,” 
if we wish to live through these years 
as comfortably as possible under the 
circumstances. So let’s discuss the 
major issues involved and learn how 
parents might cope with them. 
| The first necessity in dealing with 
jany child is, I sincerely believe, a 
sense of humor. Develop, then, your 
sense of humor for your adolescent.

The first conflict that occurs is the 
age-old conflict between generations.

Of course, life has 
changed tremendously; we do things 
and think differently than past gen- 
erations of our age did. So the 
externals of the younger generation 
jare different. True, Jane frankly 
paints with dime-store cosmetics, 
‘but in my adolescence we used 
powder that we procured by sending 
|a dime and a coupon to Pond’s or 
Woodbury’s. I well remember the 
nightly process I went through with 
a sample cake of Woodbury’s soap 
jand ice. Mary spends hours putting 
up tortuous curls on top of her 
pretty head, but when my mother 
wasn’t looking, I used to backcomb 
my hair furiously, to make those de- 
cidedly ugly buns the girls wore over

We say the radio and movies have 
had a cheapening effect on girls— 
but is their effect so very different 
from the books we sneaked into our 
rooms to read? I don’t find the “true 
story” magazines as popular today as 
they were ten years ago. 

Conditions in our adolescence were 
different. There were certain things 
nice girls didn’t do. For instance, 
| smoking was never a problem to me 
jas a girl; today, the woman who 
| doesn’t smoke is more an oddity ihan 
| those who do. Social strictures are 
|}not nearly so rigid. “Necking” was 
|not a word in my adolescent vocabu- 
lary—but we deemed a boy “slow”

Hero worship may arise from dif- 
ferent reasons, but usually it comes 
from the childs feeling of inadequacy 
or lack of dependence. Early youth 
is a time of idealisms. His ideals 
take on strange idols. ranging from 
| movie stars to “Wop” Mays. It is. 
while it lasts, terribly real and im- 
,portant. You can utilize it to get a 
| hold on that idealism. and through 
his idol establish ideais and set up 
goals, for this is the time when in- 
terests and tastes should be devel- 


oped. What girl hasn't desired to be 
a girls’ work secretary after that 
worthy individual has visited her 


C.G.LT. group? Or, after spending 
some time in hospital, a girl may 
visualize herself in white, helping 
people who really need her assis- 
tance. 

Adolescence is a time when the 
family must exercise the utmost tact. 
It is a time when parents must guide, 
without seeming to do so. If your 
job as a mother has taken intelli- 
gence up to the teen-yegrs, it requires 
all wisdom, tacit, humor and intelli- 
gence now. If you must still guide, 
you must also be ready to let the 
child try life alone where it is at all 
possible. Adolescence is but the 
threshold through which the child 
steps into the life of a citizen. A 
normal child must be making his 
preparation for that life by adjusting 
himself to the group or to the com- 
munity. 

Hence, the idea they have that 
home is where you sleep and keep 
your clothes. They want to be dash- 
ing about constantly. They find their 
fun in movies, in dancing, in being 
with the crowd. That possibly is due 
to the fact that we older ones find 
our amusements in much the same 
way. If you wish your children to 
enjoy other types of amusement, you 
must begin when they are very 
young to show them that you enjoy 
them, too.

|joyed in Britain with the lack of in- 
ldividual freedom in the countries 
controlled by the dictators. To illus- 
rate her point, she told of the in- 

wnvenience suffered in getting in 
“nda out of the dictator countries. 

She told of her recent experience 
in going into the United States from 
an eastern Canadian point. “We went 
across a bridge and the man in 
charge for the American government 
simply waved us by. could not 
Help but contrast this treatment _with 
the treatment meted out on the Euro- 
pean international boundary lines.” 

Turning again to the European 
situation, Miss Johnston said that 
fear of Russia had thrown people into 
the hands of Hitler and Mussolini. 
In her opinion the Sudeten Germans 
were better treated in Czecho- 
Slovakia than the minorities in most 
other countries of Europe. 


Heavy Responsibility of British 
Government 


Miss Johnston then touched on the 
heavy responsibility of the British 
|}government. She believed that to a 
large extent the British people must 
/trust the government, as it alone had 
the inside information with regard to 
foreign affairs. 

There were people in Britain who 
believed that the government should 
have intervened on behalf of the 
Loyalist government in Spain. On 
the other hand there were others 
who believed that the government 
should stay out of the struggle. “If 
we are going to interfere in European 
affairs, then we must be prepar 
for it would no doubt mean a wor 
war,’ remarked the speaker, who 
went on to compare the intensive 
physical training of the youth of the 
dictator nations, who were being 
|over-developed physically, with the 
‘natural life of the youth of Britain. 
Under the British democracy, the 
speaker felt that youth will live 
longer and happier, while at the same 
time there "might be a little more 
physical development for youth. 

Miss Johnston frankly admitted 
that Britain was backward in tech- 
nical education. Lessons in this re- 
gard can be learned from Germany, 
she declared. 

Continuing, Miss Johnston de- 
fended Premier Chamberlain and his 
' government. She said that Mr. 
Chamberlain is sincerely doing all in 
his power to meet the European 
situation. She advised critics to 
study the map with the aid of an 
atlas. If they did this they would be 
less critical. 


The sneaker defended Chamber- 
lain’s action at the Munich confer- 
ence. By his attitude, she said, 
avenues of communication were es- 


tablished between Britain and the 
dictator nations. 

“If we have to go to war with the 
dictator nations, I hope the issues 
will be clear and our people of the 
same opinion,” remarked Miss Jonhn- 
; . who then asked, “What can we 
do if the dictators do not keep their 
word?” 

Miss Johnston made it quite clear 
that she thought Britain should be 
prepared for war.

POETRY SLOWLY at all times, the 
meaning of the above lines may be a 
little obscure, not to say, probably 
meaningless; but do not give up. Be 
prepared to spend a little effort. The 
first notes in music, to the beginner, 
may seem difficult, but once having 
mastered them, we can laugh at their 
simplicity. 

First of all, let us use a little sound 
common sense deduction. The above 
lines are from the pen of the poet 
Gray, who, as you know, wrote the 
immortal “Elegy"—one of the most 
beautiful gems in our English lan- 
guage, anc of which the great 
General Wolfe said: “I would rather 
ibe the author of that poem than cap- 
ture Quebec tomorrow.” 

Gan it be supposed that the same 
poet who wrote the beautiful “Elegy” 
should now stoop to writing mean- 
ingless nonsense? 

Those of you who remember early 
English history will probably re- 
member the story of the conquest of 
Wales by the first King Edward. 
When that warlike figure, pursuing 
jhis triunfphant way from one vic- 
torious success to another, was con- 
| fronted with the task of subduing the 
| Welsh, he came up against something 
loutside and beyond his ability to 
l understand All his bravery and 
strategy, and all the courage of his 
|knightly followers seemed futile and 
|powerless against these obviously 
less civilized people. These de- 
i/scendants of the ancient Britons gave 
ample proof of a fatalism, a dash and 
gallantry unbelievable in a people 
whom, up to now, he had rather de- 
ispised. What was the secret of their 
|/prowess? What was the spirit which 
|urged them on to such deeds of valor; 
| which caused them to hurl them- 
selves fearlessly against the swords 
‘and lances of his own superior 
knights? Would you believe it! It 
|was simply Poetry. 
| The Welsh have been famous all 
through the ages for their spirit of 
poetry and song. This spirit was at 
its strongest in the days of Edward 
Word was brought to Edward that 
there were certain fierce, wild- 
looking men who chanted wild songs 
to the fighting men, accompanying 
these stirring ballads with weird 
and patriotism-inspiring music on 
the lvre, a kind of harp.

While Edward is leading his tired 
but victorious troops across Mount 
Snowdon, the weird figure of the 
Bard suddenly appears, calling down 
curses and imprecations on the con- 
'queror who has so outraged and 
devastated his beloved country. The 
theme of the poem is that the Bard 
conceives a vision of the future and 
can see and foretell all the dire 
calamities which are to happen to 
Fdward and his successors.

Rich Oil Resources 


In Pouce Coupe 
District 


By Edward R. Lovewell 
(In Western Examiner) 


Interest in the Pouce Coupe struc- 


ture started with the discovery of 
large oil seepages along the Pouce 
Coupe River some years ago, It is 


related that when Dr. Bosworth first 
Visited the area he was taken to the 
locality of the seepages and holes 
were dug down two or three feet. As 
the oil came up and filled the ex- 
eavations with pools of high gravity 
oil, he exclaimed: “I do not need to 
see more than this to convince me.” 
But there is a great deal more to 
Pouce Coupe. It is an area of ab- 
sorbing interest to every man with a 
knowledge of the essential conditions 


eontributing to major oil accumula 
tion, Take a map of .the North 
American continent and trace the 
trend of the Rocky Mountains from 
Mexico north to the Arctic. and you 
will observe in three places they 


make large encircling deviations from 


their normal  northwesterly-south- 
easterly course, 

In two of these three areas the 
Mexican and West Texas oil fields 


have been discovered and developed 
into two of the greatest oil producing 


regions in the world. In the third 
area exists the great Pouce Coupe 
structure, which can be seen crossing 
the Peace River close to the B.C.- 


Alberta boundary. Pouce Coupe is 
the one known structure in northern 
Alberta where the thick oil-bearing 


j}sands of the lower Cretaceous forma- 


tion are covered by a great thickness 
of impervious shale (the St. John 
shale). In both test-wells drilled on 
the Pouce Coupe structure’ large 
of gas under strong pressures 
were encountered just beneath the 
impervious covering of St. John 
shale, around 2,000 feet in depth. It 
has been said by competent authority 
that over one million dollars has been 
expended on geological investigations 
of Pouce Coupe area and vicinity. 
These voluminous reports show three 
oil-bearing horizons are expected by 
the drill at comparatively shallow 
depths. These are: (1) Lower Cre- 
taceous sands ‘full of oil residue at 
the Athabasea tar sands outcrop for 
100 miles along the Athabasca River) 
(2) The Cavernous Triassic limestone 


(full of oil at the outcrop southwest 
of the town of Pouce Coupe). (3) 
The Devonian limestone (the pro- 
ducing horizon at Fort Norman and 
other areas in Alberta) 

Dr. John A. Allan of the Research 
Council of Alberta, shows in his re- 
port of Pouce Coupe structure that 


both the Lower Cretaceous and Trias- 
sic horizons should be penetrated 
around 4,000 feet in depth and that 
the Devonian is immediately under- 
neath, or underlying. The Guardian

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FIRE IN AEROPLANES 


Lately there has been a succession 
of accidents to aeroplanes in which 
by sheer good fortune the majority of 
the passengers have escaped from 
being burned to death. In certain of 
these accidents some of the people 
in the machine have been killed and 
others have escaped. There is no 
means of knowing whether those 
who died were killed in the impact 
;and burned afterwards, or whether 
'they were merely stunned and were 
j}unable to get out, or whether they 
were simply trapped and burned 
while still conscious. 


In a great many accidents in the | 


that those who died were killed in 
the crash before fire broke out. That 
is a pious assumption, in some cases 
Cesigned deliberately to save the 
|feelings’of the relatives of the de- 
ceased. Even then there is somehow 
something more horrible about being 
burned in the wreck of an aeroplane 
than there is in being picked up dead 
and subsequently being burned in a 
crematorium. Which is just one of 
those curious illogical sentimental 
feelings which afflict human beings. 

The point is that there have been 
so many fires lately, with or without 
loss of life, and the public are be- 
coming definitely scared. And un- 
less something is done about it, air 
transport is going to suffer. So long 
as fires kept themselves chiefly to 
Air Service machines of all nations 
the public did not worry much. The 
airman is a hired fighting man. The 
people of any country regard the 
deaths of soldiers, sailors and airmen 
as being naturally of less importance 
than the deaths of ‘civilians. They 
are hired to fight, and whether they 
die by act of God, or of the King’s 
enemies, or of defective guns, ships 
or aeroplanes, does not worry people 
very much. But if an old clothes 
dealer, or a vendor of artificial teeth, 
or a_ journalist, or somebody of 
equally low social degree is burned 
in an aeroplane, the newspapers of 
the world ring with the tragedy and 
drama of his passing—so something 
must be done to stop it. 

During the past month or so some

; Magazines have discovered the exis- 
tence of non-burstable gasoline tanks.

A community effort for the control 
of warble flies is emphasized in a cir- 
cular to be published immediately by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

use warble flies do not migrate 
for any considerable distance, con- 
certed effort on the part of everyone 
within a given area will effect almost 
complete eradication of this pest. 

The damage done by warble flies in 
Canada is estimated at between seven 
and fourteen million. dollars annually. 
The insect not only spoils hides, but on 
account of its terrifying effect on the 
cattle, it seriously reduces the yield of 
milk from dairy cows and retards the 
gains of beef cattle. 

The grubs of the warble flies can be 
attacked by man oniy during the pe- 
riod of their development when they 
are imbedded in the backs of the 
cattle. At this time the application of 
derris root powder or a compound of 
it, either as a powder or a wash has 
been found moat effective. The cost 
of treatment is remarkably low and 
farmers are amply repaid for under- 
taking control measures in this way. 

It is recommended that the first 
treatment should be made when the 
jumps caused by the grubs becomé 
conspicuous on the backs of the anim- 
als, and that second and third treat- 
ments should follow at twenty-eight 
day intervals.

The first car to go 
through was pulled by oxen, horses, 
tractors and everything and any- 
thing they could find to pull with, to 
the cost of $10,000. When the car 
was returned to Edmonton the 
government was informed the high- 
way was feasible, as a car had just 
returned from Jasper. It got results, 
for, as you know, the highway to 
Jasper is an accomplished fact; but 
it cost $50 a mile for the proof. 

Just here let me enumerate some 
of the difficulties which the path- 
finder car crew had to overcome. 

It’. was a case of getting the car 
through as quickly as possible, so 
the way of least resistance was fol- 
lowed. The Monkman-Watt pack 
trail of 1937 proved to be as good a 
route as any, so, with the exception 
of a few necessary detours, was fol- 
lowed to the Fontineko River. The 
difficulties of the trail were not so 
bad but that they could be overcome 
by a little hard labor. Nota stick of 
dynamite was needed throughout.

W. D. Albright

Service For Monkman Pass | 
Project While In The East 


W. D. Albright, Superintendent of 
the Beaverlodge Experimental Sub- 
station, arrived home on Tuesday’s 
train from a month's visit in eastern 
Canada. 

Interviewed by The Tribune re- 
porter at the Grande Prairie station, 
Mr. Albright stated that he had a 
busy, pleasant and successful trip 
and he was fortunate to escape the 
“flu.” which was so prevalent in the 


While east he attended a confer- 
ence of Experimental Farm superin- 
tendents, which dealt chiefly with 
administrative problems. 

The trip both ways was made in 
company with Albert Lawrence, 
officer in charge of the Illustration 
Station at Fort Vermilion, who was 
experiencing his first trip out in 24 
years. 

After the conference both spent a 
few days at Ottawa, conferring with 
divisional officers regarding  in- 
dividual problems. They then spent 
a few days on holiday leave, visiting 
friends and relatives in Ontario. Of 
this time, Mr. Albright devoted about 
half to Monkman Pass affairs. Monk- 
man Pass slides were shown at the 
Central Experimental Farm. 

On Thursday, February 23, Mr. 
Albright addressed a hundred mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, 
assembled in the Railway Committee 
room, on the Monkman Pass, with 
the aid of slides. This meeting was 
arranged by Gray Turgeon, M.P. for 
the Cariboo, assistant whip of the 
Liberal party. cooperating with Hon. 
Jas. A. McKinnon, both of whom, 
along with Rene Pelletier, M.P. for 
the Peace River, and others compli- 
mented Mr. Albright warmly on the 
way he presented the case for the 
Monkman Pass Highway Association. 

Mr. Albright in his address urged 
useful public works as preferable to 
the dole in dealing with the unem- 
ployment situation. He appealed for 
substantial financial support to com- 
plete the highway as evidence “that 
the plea of the comman man is heard 
and heeded at Ottawa: that your 
hearts are with us and the resources 
of the Dominion are behind us.” 

The half-hour address was very 
well received. Mr. Turgeon sent re- 
peated assurance that he was with 
the sponsors of the Monkman Pass 
Highway movement. Without being 
in a position to make any promises, 
he hoped some money would be 
found for the work. 

Hon. Mr. McKinnon was very 
friendly and helpful, remarked Mr. 
Albright. 

Before leaving Ottawa Mr. Al- 
bright was a guest of His Excellency 
the Governor-General at Rideau Hall. 


On February 24 Mr. Albright 
showed slides of the Monkman Pass 
before the Rotary Club at Guelph, 
where great admiration was ex- 
pressed for the splendid pioneer 
spirit back of the Monkman Pass 
Highway project. In the evening he 
showed slides of the Arctic. 

Later Mr. Albright showed the 
Monkman Pass and Arctic slides at 
two appointments on his brother’s 
circuit between Guelph and Hamil- 
ton. This is the neighborhood where 
Dan Chambers, now of Beaver 
Lodge, used to live, and the people 
were delighted to see a slide of Ted 
Chambers taking a shower bath at 
the Big Spring along the Monkman 
Pass Trail. 

At one of these presentations was 

Mrs. (Dr.) Higbee, who used to prac- 
tise medicine at Grande Prairie. Her 
son, Jack, was also present. Mrs. 
Higbee enquired about Cochranes 
j and many others.

SNAPSHOT GUIL 


PICTURE TRIMMING 


Trimming improves many pictures. Select 
best part—have it enlarged, with remain- 
der masked out. One picture may contain 
many, as sketches at right show. Experi 
ment with your pictures, find composi 
tion you like best—then enlarge. 


HE effectiveness of a picture 

often depends on its proportions 
in relation to the natural composi- 
tion of the subject. Snapshots made 
with the same camera are necessari- 
ly the same shape—but that does 
not mean that the exact proportions 
produced by the camera are the best 
for each picture. 

Sometimes a picture will look bet- 
ter if portions on the sides are 
trimmed away, leaving a long, nar- 
row panel. In other cases, a vertical 
picture may be improved if it is 
trimmed down to a horizontal shape. 
And often, a picture is best if it is 
cut almost square. 

Don’t accept your pictures just 
as they come from the camera. Try 
this. Cut two L-shaped pieces of 
white cardboard, and use them as 
movable masks over your prints. 
Move the two L-masks about, ex- 
cluding various parts of the picture, 
and experimenting with different 
shapes. You are likely to find one 
shape which is just right for the sub- 
ject. And you may find that there 
are two or three attractive, weil- 
composed pictures in one not-so- 
good snapshot. 

Frequently, you will find that the 
“heart” of a picture—the real pic- 
ture—is just a small part of the 


whole. In that case, trim out the 
essential part, and have an enlarge- 
ment made, using it as a guide. 
Generally, a subject with strong 
horizontal lines, such as an open 
landscape, calls for a horizontal pic- 
ture. On the other hand, a picture 
with strong vertical lines, such as 
a forest scene with tall straight 
tree-trunks, calls for a vertical pic- 
ture. Watch this point when you are 
taking snapshots. If a subject is best 
suited to a vertical picture, hold the 
camera in the vertical “taking” po- 
sition. Again, if the subject looks 
best in a horizontal composition,, 
take it that way. With this method 
you will not need to trim your prints 
80 severely to make them perfect. 
Often, by trimming to a different 
shape, the whole atmosphere and 
“feel” of a picture can be changed. 
Try it—and when trimming brings 
out a really outstanding picture, 
have an enlargement made go that 
the picture can be enjoyed in a more 
comfortable, easy-to-view size.

BUY BEEF BY GRADE; HOW 
TO CHOOSE ANDO COOK IT) 


In selecting beef for cooking, the 
most important points to be con- 
cidered are: freedom from disease, 
sanitation, and quality. The pur- 
chase of beef from diseased animals 
may be guarded against by ascer- 
taining that the round, purple stamp 
bearing the words “Canada Ap- 
appears on some portion of | 
the side from which the purchase is | 
cut. This “Canada Approved” stamp | 
indicates that the beef has passed | 
Dominion inspecfion for health and 
that the establishment where it was 
dressed has complied with the sani- 
tary regulations of the government. 
Then, if only those dealers are 
patronized who keep their prernises 
clean and observe proper sanitary 
precautions in the handling of their 
goods, there should be little danger | 
of buying beef which is unfit for) 
food. 
The quality of beef, however, is not 
always easy to determine. Possibly | 
there is no other -article of food in| 
which high quality is more important | 
or in which the quality is more vari- | 
able, more difficult to identify. or | 


‘more subject to misrepresentation. | 


The sure and certain way to obtain | 
quality is to buy beef by grade, a! 
matter made easy since the introduc- 
tion of graded or branded beef. With | 
a view to making it possible for the 
consumer to identify quality, and, | 
through the emphasis placed on) 
quality to provide an incentive for 
the production of better beef cattle, 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture initiated the system of brand- | 
ing the two top qualities of beef. 
These grade marks are applied in 
ribbon-like marks running the full 
length of the carcass, so that when 
the beef is cut up a section of the 
brand appears on each important cut. 

The purchaser should look for the 
brand mark. The “Choice” or highest

| grade, branded in red, represents the 


| branded 


product of particularly well-bred and 
highly finished cattle. | 
The “Good” grade, which is always 
in blue, is the standard 
grade and includes only beef that can | 
be safely recommended as of first- | 
class eating quality. The quality of | 
beef which qualifies from this grade 
is superior to most of the beef ordin- 
arily sold as the best obtainable. | 
Full information about beef, how | 
to choose and cook it, and how to bu 
it by grade, will be found in the re- | 
vised edition on this subject and it, | 
with a colored chart, may be obtained 
free on request from the Publicity | 
and Extension Division, Dominion |

GOOD CROPS INCREASE 
INCOME OF FARMER | 


To produce a good crop, in the face 
of handicaps, has always been a 
source of satisfaction to a farmer. 
Some farmers appear to be able to 


overcome the many hazards in- 
cidental to farming and also to 
manage other factors of production 


which come within their control in 
such a way as to secure more abun- 
dant yields. 

This is evident by a study of On- 
tario Dairy Farm Management report 
which has recently been issued 
through the cooperative efforts of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
and the Economics Division, Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture. The 
crop year reported upon, in this re- 
port, is that of 1936, ending June 30, 
1937. Drought conditions for most 
of the reas with which the report 
deals were such as to reduce notably 
yields of the later cereals, silage, root 


|and pasture crops. Early cereals and 


hay kielded comparatively well. 

Yields of crops are expressed in 
the report by a crop index where 100 
represents the yields equal to the 
average of all farms. The yields 
above or below the average are 
shown in an index. The report also 
shows that those whole milk shippers 
who had crop yields 20 per cent or 
more above average secured labor 
earnings 14 times greater than those 
whose crop yields were 20 per cent 
or less than the average. Not only 
are the labor earnings increased 
where the high crop yield takes place 
but the milk cost per hundredweight 
tends also to be less. 

Those farms on which the in- 
der was also below 80 had bor 
earnings of $67 per farm and a milk 
cost of $2.35 per hundredweight. On 
the farms where the records show an ! 
index above 120, the labor earnings | 
were $965 and the cost of producing | 
100 pounds of milk was $2.63. This | 
discloses that those farmers who. 
produced the good crops increased | 
their labor earnings by close to $9C9 | 
and reduced milk by .32 cents per) 
hundredweight over those who pro-_ 
duced low yielding crops. 

The study further reveals that 
costs per acre of crop tend to remain 
fairly constant while returns per acre 
vary substantially. Serious con- 
sideration is given to practical and | 
economical means whereby in | 
yields can be secured, it would 
helpful toward improving the 
ers’ net returns.
